continue 

debating 

While  vice  presidential  candidates  are 
discussing  the  issues  in  daily  forums,  new 
issues  are  surfacing  in  the  presidential 
campaigri. 

Recycling  has  emerged  on  the  platform 
for  presidential  candidate  Rich 
Humpherys.  He  is  campaigning  for 
student  participation  in  better 
environmental  control  through  cans  and 
papers. 

He  proposes  to  place  cans  in  strategic 
locations  for  students  and  residents  to 
dump  their  paper  and  cans.  The  paper 
and  cans  can  be  sold  by  the  ton.  The 
money  earned  would  go  to  the  library 
fund. 

A MONTHLY  president’s  forum 
composed  of  the  presidents  of  campus 
organizations  is  a proposal  of  candidate 
Aaron  Watene.  Watene  would  also  like  to  ^ 
have  forums  with  students  at  the  dorms 
and  apartment  complexes.  Watene  also 
desires  to  create  greater  fiscal 
responsibility  in  student  government 
through  regular  audits. 

Candidate  Peter  White  is  proposing 
student  representation  on  the  dean’s 
faculty  councils  and  the  university 
academic  committee.  He  would  also  like 
to  see  the  establishment  of  a complaint 
grievance  committee. 

IN  ANOTHER  aspect  of  the  campaign, 
no  formal  complaints  will  be  brought 
against  Randy  Smith,  athletics  vice 
presidential  candidate,  for  his  Friday 
night  appearance  on  KSL  radio. 

The  other  candidates  for  the  office 
indicated  they  were  satisfied  that  no 
complaints  of  unfair  campaigning  should 
be  brought  to  the  elections  committee. 
Smith  was  interviewed  by  sports  caster 
Paul  James  about  athletic  ticket  office 
policy  during  half-time  of  the  BYU-UTEP 
game. 

Candidate  Greg  Jewel  said  that  Smith 
had  apologized  to  him  and  that  he  felt 
the  issue  was  not  really  that  serious.  “I 
still  feel  that  what  he  said  had  campaign 
overtones,”  said  Jewel.  “If  he  would  not 
have  said  what  he  would  like  to  do  with 
the  ticket  system,  it  would  have  been  all 
right,”  Jewel  said. 

BOB  BUSH  said  that  he  felt  Smith 
should  apologize  to  James  for  not  telling 
him  he  was  a candidate.  Smith  indicated 
that  he  would  call  James. 

“1  was  not  trying  to  pull  things  behind 
James’  back,”  said  Smith.  “I  didn’t  want 
him  to  know  I was  a candidate  because  I 
did  not  want  the  campaign  to  enter  into 
the  interview,”  he  said. 

Smith  said  that  in  view  of  the 
controversy  over  the  distribution  of 
basketball  tickets  he  had  sought  for  the 
interview  to  have  a chance  to  explain  to 
students  the  problems  involved.  Smith 
has  been  assistant  ticket  coordinator  this 
year. 


In  New  Hampshire  primary 


Muskie  take  vote 


Nixon, 

MANCHESTER,  N.H.  (UPI)  - Sen. 
Edmund  S.  Muskie  and  President  Nixon 
won  New  Hampshire’s  first  primary  of 
the  1972  election  year  Tuesday,  but  the 
Maine  senator  was  fighting  to  capture  a 
majority  and  retain  his  role  as  the 
frontrunner  for  the  Democratic 
presidential  nomination. 

Nixon  crushed  the  challenges  of  two 
Republican  congressmen.  Reps.  Paul  N. 
McCloskey  of  California  and  John  M. 
Ashbrook  of  Ohio,  in  the  same  primary 
which  catapulated  him  to  the  nomination 
and  the  presidency  in  1968. 

Despite  serious  inroads  into  his  margin 
by  fringe  candidates  in  the 
heavily-populated  area  of  Manchester, 
Muskie  decisively  edged  South  Dakota’s 


Sen.  Ge*orge  S.  McGovern  who  was 
running  second. 

With  20  per  cent  of  the  precincts  in, 
Muskie  was  pulling  48  per  cent  of  the 
vote,  running  noticeably  better  in  other 
parts  of  the  state  than  in  Manchester. 
McGovern,  who  was  shooting  for  25  per 
cent  of  the  vote,  was  running  well  ahead 
of  that  at  21  per  cent. 

CUTTING  into  Muskie’s  strength  where 
Mayor  Sam  Yorty,  backed  by  the 
conservative  Manchester  Union  Leader,  at 
8 per  cent;  write-in  candidate  Rep.  Wilbur 
Mills  of  Arkansas,  6 per  cent;  Sen.  Vance 
Harlke  of  Indiana,  4 per  cent;  and  Sen. 
Edward  M.  Kennedy  of  Massachusetts, 
also  a write-in,  at  one  per  cent. 


Nixon,  who  polled  79  per  cent  four 
years  ago,  was  moving  strongly  against 
more  serious  challengers.  On  the  basis  of 
19  per  cent  of  the  precincts,  he  was 
getting  70  per  cent  of  the  vote. 

McCloskey,  who  said  he  would 
withdraw  if  he  could  not  reach  20  per 
cent,  was  falling  just  short  at  19  per  cent. 
Ashbrook,  the  conservative  wing 
candidate,  trailed  at  10  per  cent. 

ALSO  ON  the  Democratic  ballot  as  a 
vice-presidential  candidate,  was  former 
Massachusetts  Gov.  Endicott  Peabody 
and  on  the  GOP  slate,  write-in  efforts 
were  mounted  for  Vice  President  Spiro  T. 
Agnew  and  Sen.  Edward  W.  Brooke  of 
Massachusetts.

The  remains  of  one  of  the 
Volkswagens,  blackened  by  a 
blaze  that  erupted  after  its 
plummet  into  the  ravine,  are  still 
where  the  unorthodox  thief  left 
them. 

Luck  nearly  ran  out  Monday 
night  for  the  blond-haired,  white 
mechanic’s  cap-wearing  thief 
when  he  stole  a white  pick-up 
truck  owned  by  Mark  Smith  of 
American  Fork. 

Smith,  a student  at  Utah 
Technical  College,  reached  the

Speaker  stresses  ‘time’ 


Deadline  moved 

The  deadline  for  entry  into 
“Carnival  of  Clothes’’  has  been 
extended  to  Monday.  375-3359. 


The  passage  of  time,  sustaining 
Church  leaders,  honesty  and 
repentence  were  topics  discussed 
by  Elder  Loren  C.  Dunn,  of  the 
First  Council  of  Seventy,  at 
yesterday’s  Devotional. 

He  said  that  “the  dimension  of 
time  is  an  inseparable  fact”  in 
gaining  a knowledge  of  the  things 
of  God.  This  knowledge  comes  by 
doing  the  right  things  over  a 
period  of  time. 

“Time  itself,”  he  said,  “will 
begin  to  help  us  if  we  apply  the 
right  principles.”  Air  and  water 
can  be  recycled  but  once  time  is 
polluted  it  cannot  be  recycled. 

He  said  man  made  organizations 
generate  from  the  bottom  up  and 
God-given  organizations  generate 
from  the  top  down.  He  also  said 
that  when  a person  sustains  an 
action  in  the  Church  they  are 
sustaining  what  the  Lord  has 
already  brought  to  pass. 

He  said  that  honesty  does  not 
necessarily  mean  the  absence  of 
hypocrisy  and  that  a hypocrite 
can  excell  a mere  cynic. 

“True  repentance  involves  a 
demonstration  over  a period  of 


time,”  he  said.  And  what  a person 
has  resolved  to  do  must  become  a 
reality.” 

He  also  said  that  a person  who 
does  not  have  a testimony  of  the 
gospel  is  missing  out  on  something 
he  has  a right  or  an  obligation  to, 
if  he  is  going  to  be  a witness  of 
Jesus  Christ.

Angry  pickets 


Editor; 

In  addition  to  his  Agnewesque  alliterative 
prose  I.  ..  more -multifarious  maladies...),  I 
take  issue  with  the  logic  of  the  editorial  by  J. 
Keith  Morgan  in  Tuesday's  paper,  wherein  we 
are  admonished  to  protest  less  and  study  more, 
so,  like  Bell,  Ford,  Carver  and  the  Wright 
Brothers,  we  can  produce  constructive  solutions 
instead  of  “cacophonous  criticism.”  Mr. 
Morgan  quotes  a scientist  at  UCSD  to  show  that 
hunger  cannot  be  stopped  by  "carrying  placards 
in  parades”,  but  by  discovering  new  methods  of 
making  fertilizer.  That  might  be  true  up  to  a 
point,  but  beyond  that  it  even  sounds  just  like 
so  much  fertilizer.  How  does  one  explain,  for 
example,  the  tremendous  wheat  surplus  and  the 
Biafran  starvation  program?  The  Bangla-Desh 
nutritional  needs?  The  hunger,  well 
documented,  in  our  own  cities  and  rural  areas? 
How  do  you  fertilize  the  ghetto?  "Lighting  a 
candle  in  the  darkness”  can  be  the  work  of  a 
Martin  Luther  King  as  well  as  a George 
Washington  Carver.  It  can  be  the  work  of 
"angry  pickets,  resolute  in  their  desire  to  end 
all  evil.” 

Very  little  scientific  acumen  is  necessary  to 
tell  us  that  our  air  is  polluted.  But  technology 
has  so  far  failed  to  convince  the 
profit-motivated  that  there  is  a solution. 
Perhaps  a revolt  of  the  consumer  (and 
air-breather)  could  convince  industry  to  clean 
itself  up  by  availing  itself  of  present 
technological  attainments.  (Didn't  we  all  just 
listen  to  Bill  Lear?)  By  buying  steam-cars 
instead  of  GTO's,  and  riding  bicycles  instead  of 
5000  pounds  of  metal  whenever  possible,  we 
might  just  force  General  Motors  and  Standard 
Oil  to  make  our  air  breathable  again.

PROPONENTS  of  using  the  funds  for 
free  dances,  movies  and  talent  contests 
maintain  that  students  paid  the  money 
for  entertainment,  ergo,  the  profits 
should  go  for  more  entertainment.

in  Mr.  Morgan’s  logic  might  be  in  order:  The 
belief  that  technological  methods  can  cure  the 
ideological  and  spiritual  ills  of  the  world  is, 
however  widespread,  fallacious.  Even  Lewis 
Mumford,  whom  I would  strongly  recommend 
to  Mr.  Morgan,  believed,  as  late  as  1930 
(Technics  and  Civilization,  p.  250ff),  that  there 
could  be  a "Neotechnic  Phase"  to  replace  our 
present,  "Paleotechnic  Phase.”  His  belief  has 
since  weakened  to  hope,  then  disbelief,  in 
opposition  to  such  indefatigable  technologists 
like  Buckminister  Fuller,  yvho  want  to  simply 
enclose  our  polluted  cities  in  Geodesic  domes 
with  air-conditioners.  The  truth  must  lie 
somewhere  in  between.  Let's  not  shut  out 
alternate  possibilities  for  action  with  a blanket 
condemnation  of  activism,  consumerism, 
agitation,  in  short:  democratic  involvement.

PEKING  (Apocryphal  Press)  — Perhaps 
the  clearest  effect  of  the  visit  from  the 
leadership  of  mainland  America  has  been 
to  dispel  some  of  the  old  myths  about 
that  long  isolated  land  — a land  that  long 
has  been  a source  of  fascination  to 
Chinese. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  myth  of 
Americans  as  a mysterious  and  entirely 
barbaric  people  has  been  dispelled.  All  it 
took  was  the  sight  of  the  presidential 
party  using  chopsticks  in  the  Great  Hall 
of  the  People  to  explode  the  old  canard 
that  Americans  were  unable  to  manage 
the  simplest  eating  utensils.  Also  on 
display  at  the  banquet  were  the  metal 
instruments  that  Americans  use  for  dining 
not  only  on  their  traditional  and  colorful 
feast  days  but  at  ordinary  meals.  The 
most  intriguing  of  the  instruments  was  a 
miniature  pitchfork,  tines  and  all. 

Any  people  that  can  use  such  utensils, 
presumably  with  speed  and  precision, 
cannot  be  said  to  lack  grace  or 
coordination.  Even  children  in  the  United 
States  of  America  are  expected  to  employ 


these  devices  at  each  meal  without  pain. 
One  should  not  underestimate  such  a 
people. 

AMERICAN  FOLKWAYS  of  course 
remain  a source  of  endless  interest.  For 
instance,  American  protocol  apparently 
demands  that  one  smile  at  everything, 
whether  humorous  or  not.  The 
ever-present  smile  on  the  faces  of  the 
visiting  Americans  should  not  be 
confused  with  a silly  grin;  it  is  this  eternal 
smile  that  gives  the  Americans  their 
famous  inscrutability.  If  they  smile  at 
everything,  it  is  impossible  to  tell  what 
really  amuses  them.  By  openly  showing 
the  same  feeling  always,  they  retain  their 
sense  of  privacy.  Clever  people,  these 
Americans.  There  is  much  this  simpler 
society  can  learn  from  them . 

The  American  visitors  Seemed 
particularly  proud  of  the  massive 
machines  they  carried  with  them 
wherever  their  chief  went.  The 
complicated  machines  and  the 
sophisticated  labor  necessary  to  operate 


them  never  seemed  to  lose  their  interest 
for  the  energetic  Occidentals,  who 
seemed  more  interested  in  transmitting 
their  experiences  than  in  the  experiences 
themselves.  This  contradictory  and 
mystical  srand  in  the  American  character 
— which  has  been  called  the  Kodak 
Syndrome  by  a leading  Americologist  ~ is 
frequently  noted  among  American 
tourists. 

An  abundance  of  equipment  sent 
pictures  instantaneously  across  the  seas  so 
that  every  American,  from  peasant  to 
warlord,  could  view  the  president  and  his 
party  while  they  were  eating.  If  this 
strikes  us  as  barbaric,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  standards  of 
American  civUization,  while  different,  are 
not  necessarily  inferior.  It  should  also  be 
noted  that  the  actual  content  of  a picture 
seems  to  interest  the  Americans  less  than 
their  ability  to  transmit  it  over  great 
distances.  It  is  said  that  an  American 
would  rather  look  at  an  ordinary  man 
eating  in  Peking  than  read  the  most 
beautiful  book  if  it  is  close  at  hand.

—They  Think  They've  Found  Atlantis, 
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Was  Crete  Atlantis?

They  think  they've  found  the  lost  Atlantis. 

For  hundreds  of  years  the  “lost  Continent”  has  been  the  subject  of 
legends,  songs,  and  much  speculation.  During  the  1880’s,  for  example, 
many  scholars  believed  that  the  Americas  had  been  populated  by 
escapees  from  the  sinking  Atlantis. 

Probably  the  hottest  controversy  has  centered  around  the  island’s 
location.  Plato,  in  his  dialogues  Timaeus  and  Critias,  characterized 
Atlantis  as  a great  land  that  was  located  “beyond  the  Pillars  of 
Hercules.”  Plato  based  his  account  of  Atlantis  on  the  information  given 
him  by  Solon,  the  great  statesman  of  Greece  who,  a few  generations 
before  Plato,  had  visited  Egypt  and  had  in  turn  heard  the  Atlantis  tale 
from  Egyptian  priests. 

Locating  the  Legend 

The  “Pillars  of  Hercules”  have  traditionally  been  taken  to  mean  the 
Strait  of  Gibraltar.  When  it  became  evident  that  no  such  continent  had 
sunk  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  most  people  theorized  that  Plato  was  just 
“resting  his  mind”— telling  a fable— when  he  spoke  of  Atlantis. 

Then  in  1967  an  American  oceanographer  announced  the  discovery 
of  an  intact  Minoan-type  city  on  the  island  of  Santorini,  known  in 
ancient  times  as  Thera.  Seismic  profiles  of  the  island  indicate 
“geophysical  conformations  that  seem  to  match  Plato’s  description  of 
Atlantis.”  Suddenly  the  theory  that  Professor  Anghelos  Galanopouios 
of  Athens  had  proposed  in  1960  became  plausible.  He  had  said  that 
Plato  or  Solon  had  mistaken— by  a factor  of  ten— the  area  of  the  land 
mass  given  by  the  Egyptian  priest.  Galanopouios  suggested  that  dividing 
that  area  by  ten  would  give  a land  mass  approximately  encompassing 
the  Thera  and  Crete  area.  The  date,  too,  of  Atlantis’  disappearance 
would  change  from  9000  to  900  years  before  Solon— or  in  others 
words,  about  1 500  BC. 


But  what  about  the  location  of  Atlantis?  From  the  Greek 
viewpoint,  Crete  and  Thera  aren’t  beyond  the  Strait  of  Gibraltar. 
Neither  Marinates  nor  Galanopouios  offer  an  explanation.  Dr.  Ross  T. 
Christensen  of  BYU’s  archaeology  and  anthropology  department 
suggests  that  the  Strait  of  Gibraltar  may  not  have  been  the  only  “Pillars 
of  Hercules”  in  the  Old  World.  He  sites  as  an  example  a temple 
dedicated  to  the  chief  god  of  Tyre,  Melkart,  which  stood  at  the  site  of 
modern  Cadiz,  Spain.  The  connecting  factor  is  the  fact  that  Melkart  was 
the  equivalent  of  the  Greek  god  Herakles,  or  Hercules.  This  Phoenician 
temple  (like,  incidentally,  the  one  designed  for  Solomon  by  Phoenician 
craftsmen~see  I Kings  7:21  and  II  Chronicles  3:17}  had  two  large 
pillars  in  front  of  the  temple  entranceway— thus  truly  “pillars”  of 
“Hercules.”  Such  temple  flourished  when  Tyre  was  at  the  height  of  its 
power,  and  were  spread  all  over  the  Mediterranean  and  the  Aegean  Sea. 
The  discovery  of  such  a temple  to  Melkart  in  northern  Crete  is  an  event 
to  which  Dr.  Christensen  looks  forward  with  great  anticipation. 

Like  a 400  Megaton  Nuclear  Bomb 
With  the  problems  of  location,  size,  and  dating  of  Atlantis 
theoretically  accounted  for,  the  next  question  would  be,  what  were  the 
people  like?  Recent  excavations  by  Professor  Spyridon  don  Marinatos 
on  the  island  of  Santorini  reveal  that  the  Atlanteans  were  Minoans 
(Bronze-Age  Cretans).  Parallels  can  easily  be  drawn  between  Plato’s 
descriptions  of  sacred  bulls  and  the  bulls  in  Cretan  mythology. 
Excavations  on  Santorini  have  revealed  frescos  that  are  distinctly 
similar  to  those  found  on  Crete,  as  well  as  red,  black,  and  white-striped 
cliffs  that  also  match  Plato’s  description  of  the  tri-colored  Atlantis. 


EASTERN  MEDITERRANEAN  AREA:  “Pillars  of  Hercules”  everywhere. 


It  seems  that  the  destruction  of  ancient  Thera  occurred  when  the 
volcanic  island  literally  “blew  its  top”  about  3500  years  ago,  releasing 
energy  equivalent  to  the  blast  of  a 400  megaton  nuclear  bomb.  The 
explosion  caused  Thera  to  sink  (Plato  referred  to  Atlantis  as  sinking  “in 
a day  and  a night”  but  this  is  still  questionable).  The  explosion  also 
caused  the  production  of  volcanic  molten  hail,  fragmented  lava,  a flood 
w^ve,  and  other  physical  catastrophes  that  rendered  any  land  mass 
within  a radius  of  100  miles  uninhabitable.  Such  a radius  would  of 
course  include  Crete— explaining  the  sudden  mysterious  cessation  of 
civilization  on  that  island  that  has  so  puzzled  the  world. 

Of  Interest  to  Dispersionists 

What  importance  do  the  Cretans  have  for  Mormons?  An  article  by 
John  Lear  reprinted  in  the  Improvement  Era  (October  1970)  points  out 
definite  similarites  between  Aztec  glyphs  from  Mexico  and  those  found 
on  the  Phaistos  Disk  in  Crete— two  documents  separated  by  3100  years. 

In  commenting  on  this.  Dr.  Christensen  said,  “Cretans  were  not 
necessarily  involved  in  transoceanic  Book  of  Mormon  travels.  But  if  the 
Cretans  could  cross— and  there  is  evidence  to  support  this— then  the 
crossings  mentioned  in  the  Book  of  Mormon  no  longer  seem  so 
strange.”

The  Britten  War  Requiem: 
Pity  of  War  Distilled

My  subject  is  War,  and  the  pity  of  War. 

The  poetry  is  in  the  pity. 

All  a poet  can  do  is  warn. 

So  wrote  Wilfred  Owen,  who  fell  in  battle  on 
November  4,  1918,  just  7 days  before  the  Armistice 
ended  World  War  I,  a war  so  horrid  that  all  civilized 
mankind  called  it  “the  war  to  end  all  wars.’’  Then 
came. World  War  II.  20  million  lives  were  taken  by  the 
war,  among  them  Lt.  Roger  Burney,  Capt.  Piers 
Dunkerly,  Seaman  David  Gill,  and  Lt.  Michael 
Halliday.  AM  were  friends  of  Benjamin  Britten,  a 
highly  respected  British  composer.  Britten,  heartsick 
at  the  hideous  cost,  the  futility  and  ugliness  of  the 
war,  decided  to  capture  that  horror  in  music.  His  War 
Requiem,  a tremendously  complex  work  which 
combines  the  English  verse  of  Wilfred  Owen  with  the 
traditional  Latin  Mass  for  the  dead,  was  completed  in 
December  1961,  to  celebrate  the  1962  consecration 
of  the  restored  St.  Michaei;s  Cathedral  at  Coventry. 
The  old  cathedral  had  been  destroyed  in  a Nazi  air 
raid.  “The  new  building  was  to  symbolize  man’s 
contrition,  before  God,  for  the  sin  of  going  to  war; 
outside  the  west  door,  among  the  blackened  ruins,  is 
carved  the  inscription,  Father  forgive”  (from 
program  notes  by  John  R.  Halliday) 


Miss  we  the  march  of  this  retreating  world 
Into  vain  citadels  that  are  not  walled. 

Then,  when  much  blood  has  clogged  their 
chariot-wheels 

I would  go  up  and  wash  them  from  sweet  wells, 

Even  from  wells  we  sank  too  deep  for  war. 

Even  from  the  sweetest  wells  that  ever  were. 

I am  the  enemy  you  killed,  my  friend. 

I knew  you  in  this  dark;  for  so  you  frowned 
Yesterday  through  me  as  you  jabbed  and  killed. 

I parried;  but  my  hands  were  loath  and  cold.’’ 

“This  piece  is  a tremendous  artistic  challenge,’’ 
observes  Dr.  Laycock,  “demanding  emotional 
involvement  and  technical  excellence.’’  The  logistics 
alone  are  staggering:  Dr.  Laycock  must  coordinate  3 
soloists,  the  1 50-voice  Oratorio  Choir,  the  85-member 
Philharmonic  Orchestra,  and  the  60-voice  BYU 
Children’s  Chorus  in  the  controlled  chaos  of  Britten’s 
. contem.porary  style. 

“I  was  very  honored  when  Dr.  Halliday  suggested 
that  I conduct  it,’’  added  Dr.  Laycock.  “The 
rhythmic  structure  is  very  complex.  One  portion  of 
the  “Offertorium”  has  the  children  travelling  at  a 
metronome  speed  of  60  beats  per  minute  while  the 
soloists  and  the  orchestra  have  a totally  unrelated 


Vantage  Point  asked  Dr.  Ralph  Laycock,  who  will 
direct  the  War  Requiem  tomorrow  evening.  Mar.  9, 
and  Friday  evening,  Mar.  10,  in  the  de  Jong  Concert 
Hall,  how  he  feels  about  the  work.  “It  moves  me  very 
deeply,’’  he  said.  “I  was  reading  the  poetry  with  my 
wife  the  other  evening.  I remember  especially  that 
tenor  and  baritone  solo  in  the  “Libera  Me.”  I got  to 
the  last  couple  of  lines,  and  I just  couldn’t  hold  back 
the  tears.”  “Libera  Me”  is  the  final  movement  of  the 
Requiem.  The  tenor  soloist  meets  the  bass  soloist  in 
the  “profound  dull  tunnel”  of  death. 

Tenor:  “Strange  friend,”  I said,  “here  is  no  cause  to 
mourn.” 

Baritone:  “None,”  said  the  other,  “save  the  undone 
years. 

The  hopelessness.  Whatever  hope  is  yours, 

Was  my  life  also;  ( went  hunting  wild 
After  the  wildest  beauty  in  the  world. 

For  by  my  glee  might  many  men  have  laughed. 

And  of  my  weeping  something  had  been  left. 

Which  must  die  now.  1 mean  the  truth  untold. 

The  pity  of  war,  the  pity  war  distilled. 

Now  men  will  go  content  with  what  we  spoiled.

tempo  at  90  beats  per  minute.”  Some  groups  which 
present  the  Requiem  have  had  to  use  two  conductors 
to  perform  this  particular  movement,  but  Dr. 
Laycock  will  probably  handle  it  alone. 

Another  technical  challenge  is  the  tonality  of  the 
piece.  Occasionally  the  orchestra  and  the  soloists  are 
in  completely  different  keys,  and  the  dissonance 
makes  it  very  difficult  for  the  soloist  to  hear  his  part. 
“Dr.  (John  R.)  Halliday  deserves  great  credit  for  the 
tremendous  work  he  has  done  with  the  soloists  and 
the  choral  part  of  the  program,”  remarked  Dr. 

Laycock.  “He  has  dedicated  more  time  than  I have 
over-all,  1 think.” 

Laycock  feels  that  the  work  will  be  a deeply 
rewarding  experience  both  artistically  and  spiritually 
for  those  who  prepare  themselves  to  understand  it.  “I 
hope  that  everyone  will  plan  to  arrive  early  enough  to 
read  and  study  the  text  of  the  Requiem  which  will  be 
supplied,”  he  said.  “They  will  then  be  able  to  catch 
the  emotion  of  the  music  and  poetry  as  it  comes  to 
them  in  concert.  They  will  understand  the  Latin 
choral  passages.  They  will  catch  those  marvelous 
word  paintings  in  the  orchestra.”  vp

Learning  How  to  Love

A BYU  coed  was  ill.  She’d  been  to  a doctor 
several  times  to  locate  the  source  of  her  problem,  but 
all  he  did  was  utter  vague  mutterings  of  suspicion  and 
draw  blood  from  her  arm  into  vials  that  seemed  as 
large  as  cucumbers.  Discouraged,  she  dragged  through 
days  of  fatigue  and  uncontrollable  sleepiness.  One 
night  at  Family  Home  Evening,  she  pould  hardly 
concentrate  on  the  lesson  because  her  mind  was 
incapable  of  lighting  on  any  one  thought. 

After  the  lesson,  her  family  father  came  to  her. 

“How’s  things?’’  he  asked.  She  told  him  of  the 
discouragement  and  the  fog  in  her  brain. 

“And  1 feel  like  my  life  is  passing  me  by,’’  she 
concluded.  “I  have  some  really  important  decisions  I 
need  to  be  getting  to-ones  that  may  affect  my  entire 
life.  But  I just  can’t  seem  to  think  clearly.  I get  so 
tired  when  I try.  And  I’m  just  not  sure  anymore  that 
this  is  a physical  problem;  it  may  be  emotional.’’ 

“I’m  authorized  to  give  you  a father’s  blessing,’’ 
her  family  head  told  her. 

So  he  blessed  her,  and  she  was  better.  Afterwards 
she  told  her  roommates,  “I  go  through  periods  when 
I’m  just  so  appreciative  of  this  Gospel,  when 
something  like  this  happens.  Because  I realize  that  the 
Lord  has  established  programs  that  provide  for  our 
loneliness,  and  that’s  beautiful.’’ 

The  First  Presidency  of  the  Church  made  a 
statement  as  part  of  the  message  to  parents  in  the 
Family  Home  Evening  Manual  1970-71:  “Spiritual 
solidarity  in  family  relationships  is  the  sure 
foundation  upon  which  the  Church  and  society  itself 
will  flourish.’’ 

This  has  not  been  overlooked  here  at  BYU 
Students  active  in  108  different  BYU  wards  and  10 
stakes  participate  regularly  in  the  Family  Home 
Evening  program,  building  relationships  that  often 
extend  beyond  the  year’s  duration  of  that  particular 
family  unit. 

The  administration  of  the  Family  Home  Evening 
program  at  BYU  has  been  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
BYU  bishops,  under  the  direction  of  their  Stake 
Presidencies.  Consequently,  different  wards  handle 
the  program  differently— and  families  relate  to 
students  with  varying  degrees  of  importance. 

Attitudes  toward  the  FHE  program  range  from 
intense  involvement  to  casual  participation.  “It’s  a 
conflict,’’  said  one  sophomore  girl.  “There’s  studies 
and  then  there’s  the  family.  You  have  to  decide 
where  your  priorities  are.  Really,  BYU  is  so  social 
that  it  sometimes  detracts  from  the  academic 
interests.  You  can  major  in  ward  activities  if  you 
want  to.’’- 

“There  was  a lack  of  unity  in  our  family  first 
semester  because  my  roommate  had  wanted  to  be 
family  head,’’  this  coed  continued.  “When  she  wasn’t 
called,  she  resented  it.  She  wouldn’t  participate  very 
well.’’ 


Members  of  families  that  are  involved  in  such 
contentions,  or  are  loosely  knit  for  other  reasons, 
may  never  have  had  the  uplifting  experiences  of 
sharing  with  family  members  who  share  back.  But 
such  BYU  families  do  exist,  and  it  is  there  the 
satisfaction  of  giving  and  loving  is  realized. 

“Lately  I’ve  been  having  a lot  of  trouble  with  my 
leg-l’ve  been  seeing  a doctor,”  said  one 
dorm-dwelling  student  who  belongs  to  such  a unit. 
“My  family  parents  (a  married  couple)  are  always 
willing  to  take  me  places,  even  if  it  conflicts  with 
their  schedule.  And  I never  feel  I’m  imposing.  I help 
tfiem  too.” 

One  noteworthy  program  for  training  Family 
Heads  is  practiced  in  the  BYU  46th  ward.  Under  the 
direction  of  Bishop  Bruce  Christiansen,  who  says 
“The  purpose  of  the  ward  is  to  build  great 
families— not  to  build  a great  ward,”  the  Family 
Heads  are  given  a special  lesson  manual  and 
supplementary  material  which  will  help  them  to 
relate  more  effectively  to  their  family  members,  and 
to  establish  secure  lines  of  communication. 

‘‘I  can’t  believe  how  much  there  is  to 
communication;  I’m  just  learning  to  listen,”  said  one 
Family  Mother  participating  in  this  program. 

Family  Heads  who  take  their  callings  seriously 
usually  help  establish  effective  families.  One  freshman 
boy  in  particular  was  able  to  trace  his  attitudes  from 
the  time  of  his  calling  to  now— and  to  note  the 
growth  he  has  seen  in  his  family  group: 

“I  was  called  at  3 a.m.  and  I was  very  tired.  At 
the  time  1 felt  very  inadequate  for  the  reason  that  I 
didn’t  hold  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood.  I spent  the 
rest  of  the  night  wandering  around  campus,  thinking 
and  praying.  When  I came  home,  I was  sure  I could 
do  it.  I knew  it  was  an  inspired  call.” 

“One  of  our  meaningful  experiences  as  a family 
was  just  before  the  Temple  Dedication.  We  all  fasted 
from  Tuesday  night  until  Wednesday  night.  And  I 
really  don’t  think  some  of  the  girls  had  ever  fasted  for 
24  hours  before.  Afterwards  we  took  off  together  and 
went  to  McDonald's.  It  was  the  idea  of  us  all  doing 
the  same  thing  at  the  same  time-that  was  good.” 

“One  day  one  of  my  ‘daughters’  came  up  to  me 
and  said,  'Will  you  fast  for  me?  I’m  getting  my 
patriarchal  blessing.’  This  was  a girl  we  had  been 
trying  to  reach.  That  seemed  a pretty  good  indication 
that  we’d  done  it.” 

“I  feel  we  have  grown  together  spiritually-one 
guy  in  particular.  In  the  fall  he  told  me  he  planned  to 
be  inactive  in  the  Church.  Now  he  is  very  active  and 
plans  to  go  on  a mission.  I think  the  family  has  been 
influential  in  this  change  through  exposure  to  the 
good  behavior  of  the  guys.” 

“And  without  this  calling  (of  Family  Head),  I 
don’t  think  I’d  be  ready  to  go  on  a mission  because  I 
wouldn’t  know  how  to  love  people  in  spite  of 
themselves.”

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The  Olympics: 


This  is  an  Olympic  year.  While  the  winter  segment 
of  the  twentieth  modern  Olympiad,  held  last  month 
in  Sapporo,  Japan,  is  over,  the  greater  part  of  the 
year’s  action  is  yet  to  come.  The  summer  portion  of 
this  year’s  Olympics  will  be  held  in  Munich, 
(Sermany,  from  August  26  to  September  1 1 . 

From  earliest  times  the  Greeks  held  games.  I n 776 
B.C.,  the  first  games  to  bear  the  name  Olympic  were 
held.  The  Greeks  sought  perfection  in  both  body  and 
mind,  and  through  the  games  they  hoped  to 
encourage  the  athletes  to  attain  this  perfection.  Great 
honor  was  given  to  each  winner,  as  well  as  the  famous 
olive  leaf  crown.  The  early  Olympics  were  held  at 
four  year  intervals  for  nearly  1200  years.  By  A.D. 
393,  the  last  year  they  were  held,  they  had 
degenerated  into  a Roman  circus. 

The  custom  of  quadrennial  games  was  reinstated 
in  1896,  with  the  first  modern  event  held 
symbolically  in  Athens. 

The  attempt  at  perfection  still  remains  the 
Olympic  objective.  This  perfection  is  thought  to  be 
tarnished  by  money  and  so  all  participating  Olympic 
athletes  must  be  strictly  amateur;  they  may  not 
receive  payment  in  any  form  for  their  talents.  In  the 
recent  Winter  games,  an  Austrian  skier,  Karl  Schranz, 
was  barred,  in  what  some  felt  an  unnecessary  token 
enforcement,  from  entering  competition  because  of 
his  ostensive  professionalism. 

BYU  diver  Keith  Russell  is  an  example  of  an 
amateur  striving  for  the  Greek  ideal.  A participant  in 
the  1968  Mexican  Olympics,  he  is  thought  to  have  a 
good  chance  of  going  to  this  summer’s  games. 

Keith  explained  that,  while  other  countries 
choose  their  Olympic  team-members  on  the  basis  of 
past  performance— simply  choosing  those  athletes 
thought  to  be  the  best— U.S.  athletes  must  qualify  in 
tj:ieir  respective  sports  before  they  are  allowed  to  join 
the  official  team.  Divers,  before  attending  the 
Olympic  qualifying  meet,  must  be  among  the  top 
twelve  divers  in  the  country.  These  top  twelve  are 
chosen  at  semi-annual  meets  similar  to  national 
championships.  The  Olympic  trials  for  divers  are  set 
for  July. 

The  training  program  Keith  is  following  in 
preparation  for  his  Olympic  try  began,  after  a 
summer  lull,  in  November.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
training  period,  he  began  a program  of  running  and 
calisthenics,  as  well  as  some  “sand-board”  work  in 
which  the  diver  dives  into  a pit  filled  with  sawdust  or 
sand  similar  to  that  used  in  high-jumping. 

In  the  second  stage,  training  moves  to  the  pool. 
There,  the  diver  practices  an  eleven  dive  series  called  a 
“list.”  Usually,  the  diver  performs  at  least  three  lists  a 
day  during  two  workouts. 

The  dives  are  performed  from  different  heights. 
In  NCAA  (National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association) 
competition,  dives  are  made  from  either  1 or  3 
meters.  In  Olympic  diving,  the  heights  are  3 and  10 
meters,  the  latter  being  made  from  a stationary 
platform-tower  instead  of  the  spring-board  used  in 
the  lower  heights.  The  prospective  Olympian  must 
keep  these  differing  heights  in  mind  as  the  same  dive 

takes  on  a different  personality  at  each  height. 

Keith  is  presently  practicing  at  the  two  NCAA 
heights.  By  early  summer  he  will  move  to  the 
Olympic  heights.  He  will  then  be  practicing  from 
three  to  four  hours  a day  under  the  supervision  of 
two-time  Olympic  coach  Dick  Smith. 

Keith  recently  visited  Munich  and  the  site  of  the 
Olympics.  Preparations  for  the  games  there  are 
nearing  completion.  The  city  of  Munich  is  undergoing 
a major  face-lift  with  the  construction  of  many  new 
buildings  and  a major  clean-up  of  the  old  ones.  The 
site  of  the  games,  according  to  Keith,  is  very  modern, 
“kind  of  like  a space  city,  with  a plastic  dome  over 
the  swimming  pool  and  one-half  the  track-and-field 
stadium.”  Yf.

U.S.  dollar  devalued 

The  House  Banking  Committee  yesterday  granted  President  Nixon’s 
request  for  an  eight  per  cent  devaluation  of  the  dollar. 

The  Senate-passed  bill  will  boost  the  official  price  of  gold  from  $35 
to  $38  an  ounce,  thereby  lowering  the  value  of  the  dollar  in  world 
trade.  The  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  for  domestic  purposes 
remains  unaffected. 

Nixon  asked  for  the  devaluation  as  a means  of  improving  the  U.S. 
balance  of  payments  and  trade  position.  With  foreigners  able  to  buy 
more  dollars  for  the  same  amount  of  gold,  American  exports  will  be' 
priced  more  competitively.  Conversely,  American  consumers,  forced  to 
pay  more  for  imports,  would  be  less  likely  to  buy  foreign  goods. 

Ban  on  all  nuclear  tests 

Japan  yesterday  asked  for  a ban  on  all  nuclear  tests  to  be  signed  by 
China  and  France  as  well  as  the  nations  already  negotiating  at  the 
disarmament  conference  in  Geneva. 

A ban  on  all  nuclear  tests  is  necessary  to  prevent  present  weapons 
from  being  constantly  improved,  the  Japanese  negotiator  said. 

Duffle  bags  and  bombs 

Inside  the  New  York  locker  they  found  two  duffle  bags  and  a letter 
to  TWA  President  F.  C.  Wiser  Jr.  warning  that  if  each  bag  was  not  filled 
with  $1  million,  a bomb  would  go  off  every  six  hours  for  the  next  24 
hours  in  a TWA  plane,  a Port  Authority  policeman  reported  yesterday. 

Flight  7,  which  had  taken  off  for  L.A.  at  1 1 :30  a.m.  EST,  was  called 
back  and  landed  about  noon.  After  the  passengers  were  unloaded,  Port 
Authority  police  and  New  York  Bomb  Squad  members  searched  the 
jetliner  with  a new  pack  of  bomb  squad  dogs  specially  trained  to  sniff 
out  explosives. 

The  bomb  was  discovered  at  12:48  p.m.;  it  was  timed  to  go  off  at  1 
p.m. 

The  airlines  issued  a statement  saying,  “With  respect  to  the  bomb 
threat,  TWA  is  taking  every  precaution,  including  thorough  inspection 
of  all  aircraft.  We  plan  to  operate  all  flights  as  scheduled  although  there 
may  be  some  delays  due  to  searches.” 

More  government  secrets 

North  Vietnam  yesterday  charged  that  the  U.S.  has  launched  a major, 
wide-scale  bombing  campaign  in  the  north.  The  U.S.  command  declined 
comment  on  the  charges  and  said  it  had  established  a new  policy  not  to 
disclose  information  on  future  air  raids  for  security  reasons. 

First  draft  this  year 

Next  month  the  Selective  Service  System  will  draft  men  into  the 
Army  for  the  first  time  this  year  but  calls  will  average  only  5,000  men  a 
month  for  April,  May,  and  June. 

The  draft  calls  for  the  entire  year  will  be  less  than  50,000,  Defense 
Secretary  Laird  said  yesterday.  A total  of  98,000  men  were  drafted  in 
1971. 

Women  must  change  names 

The  Supreme  Court  has  ruled  that  a state  has  the  authority  to  require 
a wife  to  assume  her  husband’s  surname  at  the  time  of  marriage. 

It  dealt  quite  a setback  to  the  Women’s  Liberation  movement. 

When  Wendy  Forbush  married  Ronald  Carver,  they  agreed  she  would 
continue  to  use  her  maiden  name  in  her  personal  and  business  dealings 
to  “demonstrate  equality.” 

When  she  applied  for  a driver’s  license,  officials  said  the  license  must 
be  issued  in  her  married  name,  citing  a 35-year-old  state  policy  upheld 
by  the  court.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
President  Nixon  plans  to  make  a 
decision  on  the  administration’s 
new  policy  on  the  forced  busing 
of  school  children  before  next 
Tuesday’s  Florida  primary,  but  he 
will  not  announce  it  until  after 
the  balloting  is  completed,  the 
White  House  said  yesterday. 

“The  President  does  not  want 
to  influence  the  vote  in  the 
Florida  primary  and  does  not 
want  to  be  influenced  by  that 
vote,”  said  Press  Secretary  Ronald 
Ziegler. 

He  said  Nixon  would  meet 
Friday  with  his  cabinet  committee 
on  busing,  which  has  been 
studying  ways  to  prevent  busing 
as  a means  of  integrating  schools, 
then  go  to  his  Camp  David,  Md., 
retreat  to  work  privately  on  his 
new  busing  policy. 

Asked  why  Nixon  had  decided 
not  to  await  the  outcome  of  a 
busing  referendum  which  will  be 
voted  on  in  the  Florida 
presidential  primary,  Ziegler  said: 
“He  is  well  aware  of  the  fact  that 
a problem  exists.  He  does  not 
want  to  take  one  state’s 
expression  on  the  subject  and 
allow  that  to  influence  his 
decision.” 

Busing  is  the  major  issue  in  the 


Florida  primary  and  Alabama 
Gov.  George  C.  Wallace  is 
considered  the  clearcut 
front-runner. 

Nixon  has  said  frequently  that 
he  opposed  busing  to  achieve  a 
racial  balance  in  public  schools, 
and  he  reiterated  that  stand  earlier 
in  the  day  during  a meeting  with 
Republican  congressional  leaders. 

“The  President  reiterated  that 
he  was  not  satisfied  with  the 
status  quo,  but  he  didn’t  indicate 
what  he  will  propose,”  said  House 
GOP  Leader  Gerald  Ford. 

Sources  close  to  the  cabinet 
committee,  however,  have 
indicated  that  Nixon  will  propose 
that  Congress  order  a moratorium

Wrestlers  head  forNCAA  finals

With  a goal  of  placing  BYU  in 
the  nation’s  top  ten,  Coach  Fred 
Davis  and  five  nationally  qualified 
Cougar  wrestlers  journey  today  to 
**  College  Park,  Maryland  for  the 
NCAA  finals. 

“We’re  taking  five  pretty  good 
wrestlers,  and  we  hope  to  get  in 
the  top  ten.  It’s  hard  to  tell  in  a 
match  this  big  how  we’ll  do 
beforehand,”  said  Davis.  “The 
kids  have  worked  hard  for  it. 
They’re  ready.” 

BY  VIRTUE  of  outstanding 
performances  in  the  recent  WAC 
championships  Rondo  Fehlberg, 
at  150  pounds,  Randy  Macy,  at 
167  pounds,  Mike  Hansen,  at  177 
pounds,  Gil  Keith  at  118  pounds, 


and  Gene  Patch,  at  158  pounds, 
will  be  carrying  the  Cougar’s 
colors  into  the  national  finals. 
BYU  is  sending  the  largest  WAC 
delegation  to  the  meet.  The  Cats 
tied  with  New  Mexico  for  the 
conference  crown. 

Tabbed  as  most  likely  to  win 
the  nationals  are  Michigan  State, 
Oklahoma  State,  Iowa  State,  and 
Washington.  All  are  sending  large 
teams.  Oklahoma  State  is  the 
defending  NCAA  champion. 

BYU’s  MOST  potent  chance  for 
an  individual  champion  rests  with 
senior  and  three  time  WAC 
champion,  Rondo  Fehlberg. 
Fehlberg’s  positive  attitude  of 
“I’m  going  to  win  it”  has  given 
him  a senior  season  with  only  two 
losses.  Last  year  in  the  -nationals 
Rondo  did  well  before  falling 
short  in  one  off  performance. 


Davis  figures  his  1 50  pounder  has 
“as  good  a chance  as  anybody”  to 
take  the  collegiate  crown. 

Sophomore  Mike  Hansen  will  be 
grappling  at  177  pounds  and  is 
counted  on  for  some  big  national 
points.  Gil  Keith,  after  a fine 
second  place  showing  in  the 
conference,  is  also  expected  to 
score  well. 

TWO  FRESHMEN  will  be 
making  the  trip  to  College  Park. 
Randy  Macy,  a first-year  WAC 
champion,  displayed  remarkable 
courage  in  winning  the  conference 
in  an  overtime  match  against 
matured  and  experienced  Steve 
Jentzen  of  Colorado  State. 

Gene  Patch,  a third  place 
finisher  in  the  WAC,  won  the  right 
to  the  nationals  with  a victory 
over  Utah’s  Paul  Sheridan,  who 
placed  second.
